We 
should certainly buy them out, lock, 
stock and franchise if it can-. be 
proved that the purchase will entail 
no further burden on the rates under 
the present stringent financial con- 
ditions and have enough confidence in 
the future of our city to look for- 
ward to it becoming a-paying propo- 
sition in the better future which is 
coming. 

I was against the waterworks 
sclreme because it entailed an inevi- 
table charge on the rates. I am in 
favor of complete purchase hecause it 
will remove forever that, terrible and 
unjust franchise under which we are 
at present suffering; but, sir,” the 
mater must not this time be 
bungled.” The Council should lay 
itself out to get at the facts, ecan- 
vass the users and find out the actual 
income of the company. I will not 
then be difficult to strike a balance 
and agree a figure at which the city 
ean purchase and still remain sol- 
vent.

the worid. Comrades, it is not in 
any light manner that I say that 
however sinful we may be as indivi- 
duals or as nations, we are fighting 
on the side of God in the ‘sense 
that these are the principles which 
He declares shall ultimately triumph. 

The other part of the answer as to 
the why of this service is that if we 
are not to grow downhearted at the 
appalling expenditure of life and 
money, if we are to have the heart 
to push the confllet to a successful 
issue, we need the inspiration, the 
moral and spiritual help, that God 
alone can give. Is it not a helpful 
thing to know that multitudes of our 
comrades in the field are conscious 
of being upheld by a power which 
they say is more real in their lives 
than ever before. 

Some of you are soon to leave for 
Fnglend, where, after a short stay, 
you will pass to your plaees in the 
firing line. May I say to you. in 
your hours of weariness and hard- 
ship, and perhaps depression, rememr 
ber the great principles for which 
you are contending, and may you 
find that which so many of your 
fellow soldiers are finding, that. God 
is your refuge and strength, a very 
present help in time of trouble.

Now Accepted. 

Almost all scientific observers agree 
that the materlals of which dreams 
are made are memories of past ex- 
Perlences of the individual. Curious- 
ly enough, the nemories that. occur 
most frequently ‘are ‘those of the 
previous day and those of early 
childhood, The former class are to be 
found in every dream, and are proba- 
bly an essential condition to its forma- 
tion; the latter (recollections of. 
childhood) seem to be of even great- 
er importance, since they contribute 
much to the hidden meaning of the 
dream. « 

In many cases where the incidents 


of a dream seem to be entirely unfa- 


miliar it has been shown by care- 
ful investigation that they correspond 
to actually experienced events that 
have escaped the memory of the wak- 
ing self. Delboeuf fecords: an in- 
teresting example of this. In 1862 he 
dreamed that he found two lizards 
in the snow. He took them up, warm- 
ed them, and placed them in a hole 
in a wall, together with a small fern, 
which he knew they liked to edt. The 
name of the fern seemed in his dreams 
to be Asplenium ruta muralis. Later 
on in his dream he saw two other liz- 
ards come and eat the remains of the 
fern, and then a whole host of lizards 
coming to the wall in a long proces- 
sion which covered the entire street. 
On waking he could not remember 
ever to have heard the name of the 


fern in his dream, although he discov- 


ered that a fern called Asplenium ruta 
muraria really existed. Sixteen years 
later, however, he happened . to be 
turning over the pages of a friend's 
album of dried flowers, and to his 
surprise came across the very fern, 
with the Latin name written under- 
nedth in his own handwriting. He 
then remenibered that in 1860, two 
years before the dream, he had met 
the alster of this friend, and to please 
her had written the Latin names un- 
der the various plants in her album 
at the dictation of a botanist. 

Fifteen years after the dream he 
also discovered the source of the liz- 
ard procession in an old illustrated 
paper, dated 1861, which as a regular 
subscriber he must have seen. In- 
numerable cases of.a similar nature 
are on record, and go to show how re- 
markably heightened the memory may 
be in dreams. They also warn us not 
too rashly to believe that incidents in 
a dream which seem entirely new aro 
really so.

The Germans would no more have 
the mastery over Britain if they held 
Calais. than had Napoleon when ho 
held every inch of the coast from 
Brest to the Texel. . Calais is not 
half such a danger spot for us as is 
Antwerp, and ‘the ocgupation of 
Antwerp has not ruined us. 

We shall be told, of course, that 
we are forgetting rodern Artillery: 
Huge' German guns mounted at 
Calais will be able to drop shells on 
Dover, or upon ships passing up and 
down the Channel, and so _ forth. 
People who argue like this forgot 
that -if we come under fire in this 
way, the Germans will also come un- 
der our fire, and that the fire of big 
guns from monitors or battleships 
is far more formidable than the fire 
from fixed shore batteries. We are 
much more likely to be able to 
knock out the German guns than they: 
“fre to knock out ours. 

_As for Calais being used as a 
jumping-off place for the invader, tho 
notion is ridiculous. The harbor 
even now is exceedingly unsuitable 
for a big naval operation, and -we 
may bo-perfectly sure that if the 
town had to be evacuated it would 
not ‘bs left in a state convenient for 
the embarkation of troops. Calais, 
however, is not going to be taken. 


THE POSSIBILITY 
OF INVASION. 

The invasion bogy, which is begin- 
ning to appear again, is quite as 
little calculated to frighten sensiblo 
persons. No doubt as’ Germany’s 
difficulties increase, and the chance 
of ther ending the war in a way 
favorable to herself becomes less 
and less, a raiding experiment, he- 
comes more and more certain. When 
Germany reaches the point where 
she has nothing else to do in the 
way of offensive, we may negard an 
attempt at invasion as immeliate. 
No doubt also the Gergana will 
concentrate all their energies upon 
the raid, 

Two things will happen to the in- 
vading force. In the first place, 
their sea communications will be cut 
within a very few hours. Next, 
they will find their advance inland 
barred by the new ambulatory form 
of fortress—a line of trenches. They 
will be met by an army which will 
dig itself in all round them—an oper- 
ation, again, of comparative tase, 
considering that the raiders will not 
be likely to number more than sixty 
or seventy, thousand, and that, they 
will be without the heavy «.rtillery 
which they depend upon to cev’r 
their attacks, and, again, w.taat 
those masses of shells upon whic. 
the German infantry have been tavght 
to rely. 2

But we shall not put, ourselves into 
a better position for getting them if 
we stand shivering at the thought of 
the dreadful things that the enemy 
are going to do. Safety for us lies, 
not in screaming, but in applying 
our w ll-power to the great task be- 
fore us. Screaming at bogies does 
not strengthen but weakens the will. 
What we have got to do is to 
make shells, and not make a noise.
